Such rules as 
were drawn up were suggested by 
the workers themselves, once they 
became conscious of the accident 
prevention efforts and the possible 
results. 

“Production with safety” became 
our company’s slogan. A simple but 
complete safety organization was 
established with management-labor 
approval and management-labor 
participation. Our plan called for

only one committee to represent 
each plant, with its superintendent 
as committee chairman. 


Representatives rotated 


Meetings were held primarily 
for educational purposes, all mem- 
bers being rotated monthly with 
the exception of the plant superin- 
tendent and safety director. A du- 
plicate set of committees was set 
up for the night shift, with assist- 
ant superintendents, assistant fore- 
men, and assistant safety director 
as members, and the night shop 
steward representing the night shift 
workers. In the past two and a half 
years, all foremen have served on 
the committees several times and 
practically all shop stewards have 
served once or more. 


At the very start it was only 
natural for the inspection commit- 
tees to recommend corrections for 
unsafe conditions only. But as a 
result of the education derived 
from discussions of unsafe prac- 
tices, and recognition that a large 
percentage of accidents was due to 
unsafe acts, the inspection commit- 
tees soon began also to report un- 
safe practices—an ideal situation. 


Training Course Started 


It was seen that selling safety 
to supervision would by no means 
be complete ae the medium 
of committees, and a supervisory 
safety training course was sched- 
uled in March, 1942. This has been 
carried on periodically since then. 

This training contributed several

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important factors to our safety pro- 
gram, the most important being the 
selling to supervision of their re- 
sponsibiilty for the welfare of em- 
ployees. Foremen learned that 
accident prevention was their re- 
sponsibility; that better records of 
production could be made through 
safety. 

The safety director's job in this 
type of program is of necessity a 
selling or training job. If foremen 
are held responsible for accidents 
in their departments they must be 
given weapons to fight with: ac- 
cident statistics, both departmental 
and company; physical require- 
ments of different types of opera- 
tions; physical qualifications of men 
and women sent them; posters, and 
above all, certificates of apprecia- 
tion for safety jobs well done. 


Drop in Accidents 


Looking back over two and a 
half years of expansion—a 300 per 
cent increase in employees and an 
increase from 5 to 35 per cent in 
women workers—we find in this 


_— - 


same period that accident fre- 
quency and severity dropped 92 
and 83 per cent respectively, with 
a resulting decrease of 77 per cent 
in compensation costs. In view of 
these facts one can hardly say that 
educational programs do not work. 
This program worked here because 
it was backed by both management 
and labor; however, it did not run 
smoothly. Several problems _pre- 
sented themselves during this peri- 
od, among them the ever-present 
one of dermatosis; also that of eye 
protection and the task of selling 
women machine workers on _ hair 
protection. 


Dermatosis problem reduced 


In the factory, where practically 
5000 workers are exposed to solv- 
ents, cutting oils, and coolants, 
varnishes and waxes, the problem 
of preventing skin rashes is always 
with us. To date, with the intro- 
duction of protective creams, oil- 
proof aprons and sleeves, mechan- 
ical splash guarding of machines, a

AFETY at last has won its 
rightful place as an essential 
part of industrial life. 

Never before has there been 
such widespread understanding of 
the need of accident prevention, 
and of the support of measures to 
control accident occurrence. The 
President of the United States, 
cabinet officers, industrial execu- 
tives, social clubs and organiza- 
tions, trade associations, chambers 
of commerce, and groups and indi- 
viduals all over the country, decry 
the tragic loss of life, time, and 
property caused by accidents. 
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The Army and the Navy de- 
mand safety because accidents 
cause loss of production man-hours 
and hamper the war effort. 

All of these developments turn 
the spotlight on the safety engineer. 
He is the man of the hour in many 
ways. Now, if ever, he should rise 
to his opportunities. 

The growing demand for safety 
engineers is exhausting the supply. 
Existing safety staffs are being de- 
pleted by the requirements of the 
present emergency. More qualified 
men are urgently needed and they

T HAT an in-plant feeding pro- 
gram is an essential factor in 
productive efficiency is proved again 
and again. From a plant in Seattle, 
Washington, comes the following 
statement: “Labor turn-over the 
month before opening of the cafe- 
teria was 12.5 percent and is now 
down to 5.9 percent. Absenteeism 
has dropped in the same period 
from 9 percent to 4.9 percent.” 

A steel manufacturer in Okla- 
homa City reports a 50 percent 
decrease in number of accidents 
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since installation of a lunch-room 
serving balanced meals to work- 
ers. 


Four ways to provide food 
Basically, there are four ways 
to provide on-the-job food service: 
Cafeteria, canteen (mobile or sta- 
tionary), lunch stands or counters, 
and packed lunches. And these may 
be managed solely by the plant, or 
by industrial feeding contractor, or 
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on a cooperative basis. In the latter 
instance, equipment and labor are 
furnished by the plant manage- 
ment. In all cases, however, a dieti- 
tian who will be directly respon- 
sible to the plant management is an 
essential factor in smooth and effi- 
cient operation. 

For the small plants which find 
it impractical individually to in- 
stall a food service of any kind, the 
“pooling” system has been very ef- 
fective. By this means a number 
of small firms may be served by 
a central kitchen, run by an indus- 
trial feeding contractor, who pro- 
vides both hot and cold meals. 
Or a similar plan may be arranged 
to operate under consolidated man- 
agement of the various plants 
themselves. 


Government co-operation 


Recognizing the vital need for 
continued in-plant feeding, both 


Government and industry are con- 
stantly intensifying their efforts for 
Nation-wide adoption of such a 
program. Heading the work of 
Government is the Nutrition Pro- 
grams Branch, which since Decem- 
ber 1943 has been a part of 
Civilian Food Requirements 
Branch of the Office of Distribu- 
tion, War Food Administration. 

To facilitate its work in this line, 
the Office of Distribution main- 
tains a staff of Industrial Feeding 
Specialists in its five regional offi- 
ces, located in New York, Atlanta, 
Dallas, Chicago, and San Francisco. 
These men are trained to provide 
technical advisory aid to industry 
management desiring to install new 
food services or to expand existing 
ones. And such aid is offered free 
on request. 


Published material 
In addition to this technical as-

However, the Office of Distribu- 
tion is not alone in sponsoring in- 
plant feeding. To increase the 
scope of this work an Inter-Agency 
Committee on Food for Workers 
was recently established in Wash- 
ington, with plans for expansion 
into regional areas. 
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couragement to community activi- 
ties of this nature. 


Labor cooperating 

And labor itself is cooperating 
actively. The unions are promoting 
extensive educational programs 
among their local bodies, to in- 
struct workers in the basic ele- 
ments of good nutrition. In co- 
operation with community groups 
they are helping to solve the prob- 
lems of on-the-job feeding, food 
conservation, and many others. A 
Labor Advisory Committee, repre- 
senting major unions, has been 
formed to work with the Inter- 
Agency Committee on Food for 
Workers. 

In a survey recently made by the 
War Food Administration, it was 
found that 48.8 percent of the total 
number of plants reporting had

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IS THERE 
A NURSE IN 


N INDUSTRY there is no more 
intimate contact than that be- 
tween the nurse and the industrial 
worker. Many of their innermost 
thoughts are disclosed to her, such 
as those of the expected baby, ill- 
ness in the family, difficulties with 
the job, and so on. And there is no 
problem wherein the nurse cannot 
be of some help in offering guid- 
ance. Oftentimes they desire only 
to confide in someone a problem 
which to them seems to be an in- 
surmountable crisis in their lives. 
In our present day industrial re- 
lations, this information can be 
brought to the attention of the 
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Nurse makes laboratory examination

proper individual either within the 
organization or through an outside 
agency. The necessary om ren- 
dered the individual often lessens 
his worries and returns him to the 
job in a better frame of mind. 


Needs patience 


To be of the most value in any 
industrial hygiene program, a nurse 
should have an interest in the in- 
dividual, a sympathetic nature, and 
the ability to adapt herself to all 
situations. This last means not only 
following a physician’s instructions 
but also becoming an important 
factor in upholding morale which 
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is vital to present day employer- 
employee relationship. 

A distinct field in Industrial Hy- 
giene has been created by this close 
relationship existing between the 
worker and nurse. 


Worry causes accidents 

The largest single cause of acci- 
dents is worry, and by doing her 
share in clearing causes of worry, 
the nurse assumes an important 
place in the prevention of accidents 
and becomes an active part of the 
safety personnel in any plant. This 
applies not only to men but to the 
women workers as well. 

The education of the employee 
must be continuous; the old em- 
ployee reminded, the new one en- 
lightened. “Wear your respirator,” 
“wear your goggles,” “take care of 
your skin,” are the oft repeated 
phrases of the nurse in industry. 

Health education among any 
group of employees, calls their at- 
tention to the value of good health 
and the necessity for keeping fit. 
Such a program is of vital impor- 
tance to any industrial group. This 
education may be accomplished by 
means of displays in dispensary 
waiting rooms, posters and contacts 
with individual employees. The re- 
sults of this work cannot be meas- 
ured in dollars and cents, but it 
has a definite value, not only to 
the organization but to the com- 
munity as well. 


What we do 


I might mention a few of the 
procedures we follow at Westing-

of the employee. One is, that in 
order to maintain the highest pos- 
sible health standards throughout 
the company, we are offering peri- 
odic physical examinations to our 
employees. In this way we are all 
co-operating to the fullest extent 
with our present national emer- 
gency program. Through these ex- 
aminations it is our hope to bring 
to the employees’ attention when 
necessary, the importance of con- 
sulting their personal physicians. In 
this program a nurse technician can 
make herself indispensable. 

The nurse often may be given 
the opportunity of helping the em- 
ployee find the working environ- 
ment best suited to his or her per- 
sonality. One important phase of 
my own work among the girls has 
to do with this very problem. Many 
times with the cooperation of the

foreman or of the supervisor of 
safety we have been able to take 
a girl of nervous temperament off 
a high speed job for which she is 
unfitted and place her in more con- 
genial surroundings with a result- 
ant increased efficiency in her 
work. 


Wise placement 

New employees are now being 
hired with the thought in mind to 
fit the employee to the job, not only 
from a physical standpoint but from

a tempermental one as well. This 
definitely will be of value both to 
employer and employee; to the 
former in increased production, and 
to the employee in the contentment 
which comes as a result of being 
suitably placed. 
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We also stress the fact that nu- 
trition is of very vital importance 
to the health of the worker, and 
we as nurses, are constantly asked 
for advice in the matter of diet. 
The average worker does not as a 
rule realize the value of a balanced 
diet. By means of an educational 
program carried on by the distribu- 
tion of literature, the wife gains the 
knowledge necessary to feed her 
family intelligently. 


Helpful survey 


At Westinghouse a survey was 
conducted on the causes of absen- 
teeism. In this program we have 
been of service to the sick em- 
ployee by a careful check when 
he returns to work in order to de- 
termine as far as possible if he 
is physically fit for the day’s work. 
This survey has included a group 
of over seven hundred salaried em- 
ployees, and in addition to safe- 
guarding the health of this particu- 
lar group it has acted as a curb 
on those employees who do not re- 
port for work because of that “tired 
feeling” often experienced by all 
of us as a result of too late hours. 
Here the nurse must use tact and 
diplomacy to make a survey such 
as this of value. She must have the 
co-operation of the worker since 
it is necessary to ask him to submit 
to a check-up by the physician as 
well as to volunteer information re- 
garding the cause of absence. 

We realize that every plant has 
problems which must be solved by 
its own nursing staff, and we feel 
that our program has been of defi- 
nite value to us, particularly in de- 
termining the causes of absentee- 
ism.

Fainting Considered Accident 
CLAIMANT was an employee of 

the Deseret Book Company. 
While performing her customary 
duties in its book store during usual 
business hours, she turned and sud- 
denly fell to the floor, striking her 
“mar f upon a lower book shelf, causin 
a concussion of the brain. She aa 
not work for a number of days, and 
was briefly hospitalized. No perma- 
nent injury resulted. 

The evidence indicated that the 
applicant had a fainting spell and fell 
to the floor. No evidence was present 
to show that the fainting spell was 
caused by an activity, condition, or 
environment of her employment. In 
other words, she merely had a fainting 
spell, which so far as the evidence 
showed was not brought on by her 
employment, or the conditions sur- 
rounding her employment. 

The question arose as to whether 
the injury occurred in the course of 
employment. The Commission con- 
cluded that it did not; that the mere 
happening of an event on the prem- 
ises of the employer and during hours 
of employment, in their opinion, did 
not in itself justify a finding that the 
injury arose during the course of em- 
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ployment and as a result refused to 
allow an award for compensation. 
The Court, however, held that in 
their opinion the term “accident” 
would include a situation where a 
woman unexpectedly fell and struck 
her head against the floor, or some hard 
object. In their opinion this was an 
unforeseen happening, or an unex- 
pected mishap. The event was not 
within the danas foresight and 
expectation and was an event, which 
under the circumstances, was unusual 
and unexpected by the person to 
whom it fanned In this case, it 
was an “injury” caused by accident, 
and the claimant is entitled to an 
award for compensation regardless of 
the fact that the cause of the fall ma 
have been physical weakness, or ill- 
ness, unrelated to the duties, or condi- 
tions, or the employment. 
Compensation cannot be denied 
merely because the remote cause of the 
injury was an idiopathic condition not 
due to the employment. Liability does 
not depend upon delaying the cause 
of claimant’s hurt to some force set in 
motion, or condition brought about, 
by the tortious act or omission of the 


ordinary employer. As long as the -

THE applicant, Molly Pruitt, was 
employed as a tank scaler at the 

Kaiser Shipbuilding Company at 

Richmond. All employees of the gang 


were instructed to take orders only 
from their leader. 

Fay Jones was an assistant labor 
foreman of the plant, but was not 
connected with the gang in which 
Molly Pruitt worked and had no 
authority over it. On the day in 
question, Jones, in a drunken condi- 
tion, came to the place where the 
gang was working and ordered Willa 
Mae to leave the place and work in 
some part of the ship. She refused. 

Without further provocation, Jones 
started to beat Willa Mae. He 
knocked her to the floor and was kick- 
ing her when the applicant pleaded 
with him not to hurt the woman. He 
then turned on her and struck her 
over the eye with a steel helmet. The 
leader interfered and was also beaten. 
The propriety of the award was on 
the question whether the injuries in- 
flicted upon the applicant rose out of 
and in the course of her employment.

CLAIMANT alleges that he suffered 

an accident on April 30, 1941, 
while working for the Daley Excavat-

On September 10, 1942, he took a 
step-ladder into the backyard of his 
home for the purpose of picking figs.

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bad pain at the side of the knee which 
was previously injured. 

The question arises whether the cir- 
cumstances impose a liability to the 
Daley Excavating Company to respond 
in compenss ation by reason of claim- 
ant’s previous employment. 

It is the opinion of the Court that 
the evidence failed to indicate any

The Court, however, concluded that 
although there was no definite testi- 
mony, the irritation to the claimant’s 
eye made them more susceptible to 
gonorrhea infection, nevertheless, the 
commission had a right to exercise 
sound judgment and in so doing it was 
reasonable furthermore, to assume that 
an inflamed and irritated eye would 
be a ready portal of entry for the germ, 
which he did get, or another destruc- 
tive germ that he might have gotten. 


The Court held further that the

program of employee cleanliness 
and the continual check of all new 
material entering the plants, the 
dermatosis problem has been re- 
duced and has resolved itself into 
a few minor cases which can be 
handled in our own first aid rooms. 


Fighting eye hazards 


In January 1941 and early in 
1942, eye accidents cost several em- 
ployees the loss of an eye and ac- 
counted for nearly 60 per cent of 
all injuries. Employees sustained 
eye injuries from flying metal chips 
directly from machine operations, 
from compressed air hose opera- 
tions, from chipping and many 


other hazardous operations. A sur- | 


vey was made in all departments in 
conjunction with outside eye-protec- 
tion experts in order to ascertain 
eye-protection needs of the various 
operations. 

Both prescription-ground and 
plain types of safety glasses were 
introduced in early 1942, and by 
June 1944 over 3000 pairs of safety 
glasses were being worn through- 
out Ford plants. Since we were 
working under an educational pro- 
gram, no hard and fast safety rules 
were set up for the wearing of 
these glasses. We had to depend on 
selling the employees and super- 
vision. Our first step in selling 
safety glasses to employees was 
the installation of a safety-goggle 
service. A white cart visited each 
department, both shifts. Our serv- 
ice man cleaned, sterilized, adjust- 
ed, repaired and distributed safety 
glasses in all departments.

First: A primary qualification is 
the right spirit and attitude. The 
prospective safety engineer must 
believe in his work, know that it is 
worth while, be positive that im- 
provement can be made and that 
he is the man to make it. He must 
have conviction and enthusiasm as 
well as practical ability, to get re- 
sults. 

Second: He must have mechan- 
ical-engineering aptitude. This does 
not require, necessarily, that he be 
a graduate or fully experienced 
practical engineer. It means that he 
must be practical, logical, and have 
a sense of proportion, and at least 
a mental, if not manual, familiarity 
with and knowledge of general 
physics and mechanics. If he ex- 
pects to be even reasonably suc- 
cessful, he will know without spe- 
cific training in safety work that: 

(a) Knowledge of facts must pre- 

cede corrective action. 

(b) A fact is something that can 

be proved or demonstrated. 

(c) As in other work, best re- 

sults in safety are had when 
a long-range program is 
combined with a short-range 
attack on the immediate and 
more important objectives; 
and that, if one must be 
sacrificed, the immediate at- 
tack on the more important 
objectives is the one that 
must stay.

engineer has the capacity to 
understand this point he 
may be utterly confused by 
the complexities of safety 
engineering and may waste 
much of his effort on the 
correction of obscure under- 
lying accident causes while 
neglecting opportunities to 
strike directly at immediate 
or proximate causes. 

On the other hand he may 
become so busy with many 
scattered objectives that he 
loses sight altogether of the 
great value of systematically 
planned educational work. 


Specific knowledge 


(d) The degree of a hazard is 
measured not only by its po- 
tential power to cause a 
serious injury, but also by 
the probability that it will 
cause several minor or major 
injuries. In other words the 
degree of the hazard itself is 
directly related to the expo- 
sure. As an example; a per- 
son without specific teaching 
or training in safety work, 
who is basically qualified as 
a safety engineer, will imme- 
diately recognize that a 
bucket of gasoline, used by

adopted some form of in-plant 
feeding, and that 79 per cent of all 
workers in these industries were 
so served. 

The survey further showed that 
11 percent of the plants reporting 
expected to expan their services. 
This includes both new installa- 
tions and additions to those already 
in operation. 


Fast feeding units 


Since labor and equipment often 
constitute major problems in ef- 
fectively serving workers, particu- 
larly in large plants, new methods 
are constantly being devised to 
speed up service. 

One such plan—a specially de- 
signed, fast-feeding unit which will 
serve hot meals at the rate of 100 
a minute—was recently installed for 
employees at a San Francisco ship- 
yard, Watching this unit in opera- 
tion, Dr. Robert S. Goodhart, Chief 
of War Food Administration’s In- 
dustrial Feeding Division in Wash- 
ington, said, “This fast-feeding 
service is one of the answers to a 
major industrial feeding problem— 
how to serve large numbers of ship- 
yard workers rapidly enough to 


give them time to eat and really 


enjoy a hot mid-shift meal.”

Dermatitis from Rubber 
Gloves Sterilized in a 
Formalin Solution 


Thirty workers in an Indiana 
plant developed dermatitis from 
wearing gloves sterilized in a for- 
maldehyde solution. One part of 
20 per cent formaldehyde in 9 
parts water was used, the gloves 
immersed 5 minutes and rinsed in 
a tank. 

Three weeks following the adop- 
tion of this procedure, contact 
dermatitis developed among ap- 
proximately 15 per cent of those 
found susceptible among wearers 
of the gloves. Chemical analysis of 
the gloves showed formaldehyde to 
be present. Through the use of 
steam sterilization, the outbreak of 
“glove poisoning” was promptly 
controlled. 

This incident illustrates the fact

Improper Use of Oxy-Acety- 
lene Torches in Welding 

Reports have been received of 
accidents in shipyards due to ex- 
plosions from improper use of oxy- 
acetylene torches when electric arc 
welding was being done in the vi- 
cinity. One case was that of an arc 
welder who lifted his helmet after 
having broken the arc, just as the 
gas welder placed his torch nearby. 
An explosion of the unburned ace- 
tylene followed, causing severe 
burns about the face of the arc 
welder. 

Another case was that of a weld- 
er who was in the habit of allowing 
acetylene to escape from his torch 
for a period before igniting it. 
While working in an enclosed space 
where there was no satisfactory 
ventilation, a pocket of oxygen and 
unburned acetylene was formed. 
The gases exploded, throwing the 
worker across the compartment in 
which he was working.

SAFETY IN CLEANING 
ORGANIC SOLVENT 
TANKS 


The cleaning or repair of tanks in 
which organic solvents are used 
should not be undertaken without 
rigid precautions, inasmuch as the 
vapors of all organic solvents are 
toxic and the majority are flam- 


mable as well. Oxygen deficiency 
in the tank is another hazard which 
must be considered. 


Use of steam 

If a tank has contained a flam- 
mable solvent, the safest method 
for removing the vapors, prepara- 
tory to cleaning or repair, appears 
to be thorough flushing by steam, 
followed by mechanical ventilation 
of a type approved for flammable 
vapors. Steam jets to loosen sludge 
have been successful, the tank then 
being washed, drained and dried 
out with warm air. If the use of 
steam is impractical, the sludge 
may be washed out with high- 
pressure hose but care must be 
exercised to avoid building up sta- 
tic electricity. 


Disadvantages of steam 
Steam also has some disadvan- 
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tages, such as the building up of 
combustible mixtures at the vents. 
Non-sparking shoes and _ tools, 
vapor-proof lamps, and protective 
clothing should be utilized, and 
otherwise the Code for Flammable 
Liquids and Gases of the National 
Fire Protection Association should 
be observed. 


Reduce vapor concentration 


Before cleaning a tank that has 
contained a non-flammable solvent, 
the concentration of vapor in the 
tank should be reduced as much 
as possible, preferably by mechan- 
ical ventilation. 

The cleaning of any tank that 
has contained an organic solvent 
should be done from outside the 
tank, if possible. In degreasing 
processes utilizing non-flammable 
solvents, where the process is 
wholly or substantially enclosed, 
metal chips, mud, and other solid 
residues are usually removed by 
scraping, and a clean-out door is 
generally provided through which 
the sludge may be removed by a 
long-handled scraper. The liquid 
residue and sludge are immediately 
confined, to lessen volatilization of 
the solvent in the atmosphere. An 
approved canister type gas mask 
is advisable. 


Test air 


If cleaning from the outside is 
not possible, before entry into the 
tank, an air test by a competent 
chemist is advisable. Workmen 
who must enter should be further 
protected, preferably by air-line 
respirators approved by the U. S. 
Bureau of Mines for the purpose, 
though, in some cases, canister type 
gas masks approved for organic 
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vapors may be used. Protective 
clothing should be afforded and 
there should be stationed outside 
the tank a watcher holding a rope 
or harness attached to the person 
inside, in order to haul him out 
at the first sign of trouble. Re- 
moval of protective apparatus 
should not be permitted until work- 
men are safely outside the tank. 
Whether the tank is cleaned 
from the inside or outside, how- 
ever, workmen in the surrounding 
area also should be protected from 
the possibility of vapor inhalation 
or the outbreak of fire. All organic 
vapors are heavier than air and 
tend to settle in low places, so 
that the atmosphere may be prac- 
tically free of vapors at breathing 
level and yet contain a mixture 
that is explosive or hazardous to
